POTENTIAL  IMPACTS  ON  PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 
2.  Water  quality,  quantity  and  distribution 

This  proposed  facility  is  located  in  a ravine  approximately  500  feet 
wide  with  a dry  water  course  running  east  of  center  through  the  ravine. 

During  severe  precipitation  events  and  spring  run-off,  the  streambed  is 
likely  to  transport  water  at  least  temporarily.  Otherwise  the  watercourse 
is  dry  in  the  extreme.  Impacts  on  water  quality  are  expected  to  be  minimal 
or  non-existent.  However,  the  applicant  should  be  careful  to  operate  the 
proposed  facility  in  such  a way  as  to  avoid  any  potential  surface  run-off 
from  the  vehicle  storage  area.  Petro-chemical  fluids  such  as  oils,  fuels, 
brake  and  coolant  fluids  and  battery  acids  are  common  soil  contaminants  of 
vehicle  salvage  operations.  Vehicles  and  salvage  parts  will  not  be  stored 
in  or  east  of  the  watercourse. 

The  screening  proposal  for  the  facility  involves  the  construction  of 
an  earthen  berm  or  dam  across  the  lower  section  of  the  ravine.  This  con- 
struction must  be  performed  such  that  surface  run-off  will  not  be  held 
behind  the  dam  rendering  the  vehicle  storage  area  unworkable  and  increasing 
the  potential  of  water  quality  degradation. 

5.  Aesthetics 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule  require  that 
wrecking  facilities  be  screened  so  that  junked  vehicles  are  not  visible 
from  public  roadways.  The  applicant  plans  to  screen  the  facility  with 
a shop  building  and  an  earthen  berm  constructed  across  the  ravine.  If 
properly  constructed  and  maintained,  this  proposal  will  adequately  screen 
the  vehicle  storage  yard  from  view.

A temporary  fence  may  be  constructed  in  the  interim  if  the  applicant 
wishes  to  obtain  a license  prior  to  construction  of  the  permanent  earth  berm. 

The  natural  topography  of  the  area  screens  the  site  adequately  with  minor 
exceptions  along  a short  section  of  Ramshorn  Road  and  a portion  of  a county 
road  to  the  south.  If  screened  as  proposed  by  the  applicant  this  facility 
will  be  shielded  from  public  view  in  accordance  with  Montana  law.

The  establishment  and  successful  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  should  have  a minor  but  positive  impact  on  all  the  above  criteria. 
Beyond  the  obvious  benefit  of  providing  at  least  supplemental  income  and 
employment  opportunities  for  the  owner/manager  and  any  additional  employees 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  business,  secondary  trades  or  industries 
such  as  construction,  communication,  and  transportation  may  also  be  impacted. 
The  vehicle  repair,  storage,  recycling  and  salvaging  industry  is  not  well 
developed  in  this  region  outside  of  Butte  and  Bozeman.  There  is  an  oppor- 
tunity in  this  area  for  an  aggres s ively  operated  vehicle  salvage  business  to 
succeed  and  have  beneficial  impacts  on  employment,  income  and  tax  base.

10.  Demands  for  governmental  services 

A minor  amount  of  government  time  and  service  will  be  required  in 
conducting  routine  field  inspections  of  the  facility  to  assure  that  it 
is  operated  and  maintained  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rules.  Also,  files  and 
routine  correspondence  with  the  facility  will  consume  some  government 
services,  reimbursable  in  part  by  the  annual  wrecking  facility  license  fee. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  establishment  and  proper  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  at  the  proposed  location  is  not  in  violation  of  any  locally 
adopted  land  use  planning  ordinances  or  regulations  presently  in  effect 
according  to  a certification  on  the  license  application  by  the  Madison 
County  Health  Department.
